On 12/22/71, U. S. District Judge (USDJ) at 
Nashville ordered in camera inspection of the 
Government's responses and said should they foe 
complete; they would be sealed and filed with the clerk 
of the court until such time as plaintiffs' attorney would 
be entitled to them. The question of when they would be 
entitled to the responses would depend primarily on the 
pendency of the Jacksonville criminal proceedings. 

Attached sets forth that on 1/24/72 the responses were 
filed in USDC, Nashville, and were placed under seal 
in USD© clerk's vault pursuant to the 12/22/71 order. 
Further, USDJJ ordered copy of letter from Assistant 
Attorney General, Civil Division, which forwarded the 
responses to the court, be sent to plaintiffs' counsel.
